CALL THEM OPIUM DREAMS 


Nome, Alaska, Oct. 7.— Nome has 
been almost destroyed by a storm. All • 
the south sidft of Front street is gone.! 
The sand pit is gone. 
Two m iles o f 1 
territory to the sea was devastated.' 
No lives were lost. 
The storm that beat in from Bering 
sea was the worst ever known here. 
Men and women worked in the Icy 
water to save their household effects. 
The electric light plant was wrecked 
and telephone service cut off. The loss 
is estimated at $1,500,000. 
There w ill be much suffering and 
outside help w ill be required. W in ter 
is at hand and it w ill be impossible to 
get in supplies needed. 
The steamships Victoria and Cor­ 
win, which were lying In the road­ 
stead, ran to the open sea and es­ 
caped damage. 
A ll the small boats on the beach 
were destroyed. 
Five hundred houses have been de­ 
molished and more are falling. 
Nome, the 
famous 
gold camp on 
Bering sea, the most northerly city 
in the world, was built on a sandy sea 
beach. In front of the town there is 
an anchorage for ships, but steamers 
do not make a landing. 
Cargoes and passengers are landed 
at an aerial tram way station in deep 
v ater. 
The principal 
part of 
the 
town, 
which a dozen years ago had a popu­ 
lation of 20 ,0 00, is on the east side of 
Snake river, with a long finger ex­ 
tending to the west along a narrow 
sand pit. 
This sand pit was rich in 
gold dust and the early settlers built 
their cabins there. 


DENOUNCE 
CURRENCY 
BILL 


Country Bankers Oppose Federal R e­ 
serve System. 


Boston, Oct. 7.— Opposition to cer­ 
tain features of the Gluss bill, which 
provides for a reform in the national 
currency and 
banking 
system, 
was 
voiced at a special 
conference 
of 
more 
than 
seven 
hundred 
country 
bankers attending 
the 
thirty-ninth 
annual convention of the Am erican 
Bankers* 
association. 
That a 
new 
banking system is needed was ad­ 
mitted and 
the administration 
was 
commended for trying to pass one. 
In resolutions adopted almost unani­ 
mously these bankers, who claim to 
represent about 75 per cent of all 
the banks in the United States, de­ 
clared that unless the Glass bill, or 
federal reserve act, is amended along 
lines proposed by them, “ very few 
country banks, either state or nation­ 
al, can afford to become members of 
the 
new 
federal 
system.'' 
This 
means, the declarations assert, “ that 
the great m ajority of country nation­ 
al banks must surrender their char­ 
ters or retire from business.” 


JAIL INHUMAN, SAYS JUDGE 


Gives Man Ten Years in Prison for

Chicago, Oct. 7.— Of the nineteen 
murders 
Henry 
Spencer, 
slayer of 
Mrs. Mildred 
Allison-R exroat, swore 
he had committed, the police, after in­ 
vestigating his alleged crimes in va­ 
rious cities, were able to fix upon him 
only one murder or possibly two. 
Captain 
Halpin, 
chief 
of the de­ 
tective bureau, announced his convic­ 
tion that Spencer, in giving his long, 
circum stantial confession of fiendish 
crime, was a consummate liar.. 
Four of the murders he says he | 
committed 
were 
perpetrated 
while j 
Spencer was in the Illinois state peui- | 
tentiary at Joliet. 
Of twelve alleged murders the po­ 
lice in this and other cities have no 
record. 
In one case described by Spencer ! 
police records show that a body was ^ 
recovered, but the detectives have es- ! 
tablished no connection between Spen- ! 
cer and the crime. 
"Excep t for possibly two murders ; 
Spencer’s weird story of killing people 
by hammering in their skulls and sink­ 
ing bodies in lakes seems pure fabri­ 
cation,” said Captain 
Halpin. 


Drugs Stim ulate Imagination. 


“ His 
imagination,

drugs, poured out one of the most j 
fantastic tales of murder that has ever 
come from a man whose mind is given i 
to dreams of crim e.” 
Captain Halpin declared that he has i 
complete proof that Spencer murdered I 
Mrs. R exroat and is almost equally ! 
confident that he murdered Mrs. Anna 
Bell W ight. 
Mrs. W ig h t’s house was ; 
robbed 
Dec. 
4, 
1912, 
and 
she 
was 
beaten so severely that she died Ju ly j 
13. 1913. 
The body of Ida Oliver, recovered 
from the drainage canal M ay 29, 1912, j 
may correspond to the foreign woman 
whom Spencer said he lured along the ! 
canal and killed after robbing her. 
Spencer 
was 
in 
the 
penitentiary 
when Policem en Pennelle and Devine 
were killed, Aug, 11, 1902. 
He also 
was in prison In 1908 when Fannie 
Thompson was killed and when E m ­ 
mett McChesny was killed in Septem­ 
ber. 1911. 
Denials were received from police 
in other cities mentioned by Spencer 
that many of the boasted crimes were 
committed. 
Ofliciuls of Zion City have no record 
of the man said to have been shot and 
thrown into the lake. 


Most Stories Groundless. 


The chief of police at W alkerviUe, 
Ont., wired that there had not been a 
murder there iu twenty years. 
Information from Goshen, N. Y., was 
! that tlmre was no record of a murder 
neur Fort Montgomery, where Spen­ 
cer said he had killed his first wife, 
Nellie. 
Delavan and 
Fox l^ake, W is., re­ 
ports 
that no bodies were recovered 
of the three women and a man Spen­ 
cer said he killed and threw Into the 
lake at the two resorts. 
The St Jo ­ 
seph, Mich., authorities could find no 
record of the murder of Mrs. Conners, 
reported in the confession. 
No records could be found here of 
the old man, alleged to have been 
killed in Jackson park last spring, or 
cf the woman he said he killed at

streets

months ago or of a saloon keeper on 
the W est Side. 
Complete identification of Spencer 
as the murderer of Mrs. R exroat came 
from several different sources, while 
at least two sections of his confession, 
referring to the holdups and robberies, 
were confirmed by visitors to the de­ 
tective headquarters. 


CIRCULATING SOILED BILLS 


Treasury Short of Sheets W ith W hich 
to Print New Money. 


Washington, Oct. 7.— For the first 
time in m any years the United States 
treasury is circulating dirty and time 
worn currency. 
The treasury’s sup 
ply of paper for the printing of money 
is deficient by 60,000,000 sheets, or 
enough to make 240,000 notes, with a 
probable value in excess of $1,0 00,- 
000. 
Because of this scarcity of new' pa­ 
per Treasurer Burke gave orders that 
no paper money, however dirty, should 
be destroyed. 
This presents a curious situation, 
as there is a great demand for paper 
money during the crop moving period.

Washington, Oct. 7.— Senator Cum j 
mins outlined in part 
the 
reform 
plans of the so called “ conciliation 
committee” o? R epublicans and Pro 
gressives, which hopes to bring about 
the holding of a national convention 
early in 1914. 
The change in the representation 
of Southern states in 
the 
national 
convention Is a secondary m atter in 
the program of the committee. 
W ith the added support of many 
R epublican leaders who did not par­ 
ticipate in the "get together’’ confer­ 
ence in Chicago last spring they will 
insist that the control of the R epub­ 
lican national committee over seat­ 
ing of delegates in a national conven­ 
tion be abolished. 
“ W e shall insist that present rules 
shall be so modified and constructed,” 
said Senator Cummins, “ that the R e­ 
publican national committee w ill no 
longer have the power to make up a 
temporary roll of delegates or to pass 
on the credentials of state delegates 
before they are seated in the conven­ 
tion.” 
Senator Cummins would have state 
committees or a special bourd pass 
on all contests over convention dele­ 
gations. 
It is proposed to bring all possible 
pressure to bear on members of the 
rational committee, before the date 
set for the meeting in Washington, to 
induce them to agree to the holding 
of a national convention not later 
than next February.

B u t that ho ad­ 
heres to the idea of ultimate success 
is quite a surprise in view of the 
gloomy prospects. 
It has become apparent that a ma­ 
jority in the senate does not want to 
pass a currency bill. 
Particu larly Is it 
true that the m ajority does not want 
to pass the bill at this session, and, 
what is more, there is a possibility that 
this m ajority w ill be able to stave off 
action until the regular session in De­ 
cember. 
Yet President Wilson con­ 
tinues to express confidence. 


W an t That Mileage. 


The regular session 
begins at 1*2 
o'clock Dee. 1. 
If there is no adjourn­ 
ment the special session w ill end at 
the same time. 
And w hat Is troubling 
a lot of members is that In case of no 
adjournment there w ill be no mileage 
for the «‘Xtra session. 
That was tried 
once. 
R oosevelt «ailed an extra ses­ 
sion a month before the regular ses 
sum began. 
The members did not like 
it.
